Health and Dict Advice

HOME CANNING NOT ALWAYS PROFITABLE 

Before deciding whether or not you wish to do 
canning at home, it is a good plan to calculate just 
how much each jar of canned food will cost you 
Very often it is just as cheap or cheaper to buy the 
commercially canned foods. In canning at home one 
either has to have an abundance 
of food growing or be able to 
buy foods in quantity at bargain 
prices; that is, if one wishes to 
save money. There is a certain 


amount of satisfaction, in look- 
ing shelves that are well 
stocked with clean, home-canned 
foods, which the housewife feels 


over 


when she knows that she has 
saved food which might other- 
wise have gone to waste and 
made it available for the win- 
ter months when fresh foods 
are expensive 

Dr. F. McCoy Some of my Canadian cor- 
respondents have written me 


that they live 30 miles from a railroad and dur- 
ing the winter months find it difficult to follow a 
well balanced menu for the reason that fresh vege- 
tables simply do not exist and it costs too much ofr 
them to transport canned goods from the railroad 
to where they live; however, in the summer months 
they have plenty of fresh vegetables and fruits. 
Under such conditions home canning is almost the 
only solution for the winter food problem. 

I believe that the cold pack of canning is about 
the best for home use. This saves much labor of 
bending over hot cook stove as the foods need to 
be handled only once—the time they are packed in 
the jars. For home canning I believe it is best to 
use glass, as this may be re-used year after year. 
The principal point to remember is that it is heat 
that sterilizes the foods and that the entrance of 
any air whatever after the package is sealed may 
cause spoilage. Bacteria in the food must be killed 
by the heat and then no more air allowed to enter. 


All the food canned should be thoroughly 
washed and picked over to remove spoiled portions. 
Berries and soft fruits and vegetables in which 
there is a rapid heat penetration may be packed 
cold foods should be immersed in 
hot water before canning. This will save valuable 
they will boil much more quickly than 
still cold.

Screw the top on tight and then twist the 
top back one-half turn to loosen it and allow steam 
to escape. Cover the entire jar with water for at 
least two inches over the top; a washboiler
